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1 . Claim 1 (claim of apparatus type) and claim 26 (claim of method type) do not fulfil the 
requirements of Article 6 PCT, in that their scope is broader than what is justified by 
the description and the drawings. 

The description states that the current application relates to a refresh circuit (and a 
corresponding method) for active matrix displays (see description, page 1 , line 1-4). 

Moreover, In the light of the description the following feature appears essential in 
order to establish the existence of the technical problem addressed by the invention 
(i.e. to avoid the build up of a DC component in the liquid crystal medium contained 
in the pixels of the display) 

The display is based on liquid crystal medium (page 1 , lines 1 8-31) 

Since the apparatus of claim 1 and the corresponding method of claim 26 are not 
defined as related to an "active matrix liquid crystal display", their scope is broader 
than it is justified by the description. 

2. However, it is noted that if claim 1 were amended by defining the apparatus a "liquid 
crystal active matrix device", such an amended claim 1 (and a correspondingly 
amended claim of method type) would fulfil the requirements of Article 6 PCT. 
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
